Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,4-7, 9, 11-14 and 16-24 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Huang (US 
Patent No. 5,983,162) and Treybig et al. (US Patent No. 3,747,056) do not teach a 
method of analyzing an acoustical signal that includes inputting the acoustical signal, 
extracting a set of intrinsic mode functions, storing the functions, and identifying a 
specific acoustical signal that is identified in said set of intrinsic mode functions, as 
shown in claims 1 and 21, or that includes inputting the acoustical signal, extracting a 
set of intrinsic mode functions, storing the functions, transforming the set of functions 
with a Hilbert transform, identifying a specific acoustical signal in the Hilbert spectrum 
and storing the Hilbert spectrum, as shown in claim 7, or that includes inputting the 
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acoustical signal, extracting a set of intrinsic mode functions, transforming the set of 
intrinsic mode functions with Hilbert spectrum, inputting a second acoustical signal and 
extracting a second set of intrinsic mode functions, transforming the second set with a 
Hilbert storing the second Hilbert spectrum and comparing the two Hilbert spectrums, as 
shown in claims 13 and similarly in claims 22-24.
